Federal Control 


of Railways 


Only Way, Says A. P. Thom 


Washington, Dec. —That the inter- 
ests of nativval defense require that 
control of raitiway lines should rest 
with the federal government ani not 
with the states was the claim af- 
vanced by Alfred P, Thom, counsel 
to the Raitway Executives’ AdVisory 
Committee, ia coacluding his -prelim- 
inary statement of the case fer the 
railways before the Newlands Joint 
Committee on Interstate Commerce. 

“We must be efficient as a nation if | 
we are to deal successfully with our 
national emergencies,” sald Mr. Thom, 
“and we must appreciate that efficient 


transportation is an essential couJition | 


of national efficiency. If we are to 
halt and weaken our transportation 


. systems by state lines, by the perma- 


nent imposition of burdens by unwise 
regulation, we will make national effi- 
cigney impossible.” 

States’ Rights Would Not Suffer. 

Mr. Thom cited many instances in 
which shippers in one state were in- 
juriously affected by selfish reguia- 
tions imposed on the railroads by 
neighboring states. He pointed out 
that federal regulation would be no in- 


vasion of the rights of the states but ! 


would be the means of preserving the 
rights which they acquired when they 
entered the Union, one of which was 
the right to the free movement of their 
products-across state bounduries. 


What the Railroads Advocate. 

The principles which the railroads 
believe should be incorporated in any 
just system of reguiation were sum- 
marized by Mr, Thom as follows: 

1. The entire power and duty of reg- 
wiation should be in the hands of the 
national governmént, except as to mat- 
ters so essentially local and incidental 
that they cannot be used tu Interfere 
with the efficiency of the service or the 
just rights of the carriers. 

2. As one of the means of. accom- 
plisbing this, a system of compulsery 
federa) incorpuration should be adopt- 
ed, into which should be brought all 
railroad corporations engaged in inter- 
@tate or foreign commerce. 

8. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under existing laws has too much 


te do and is charged with conflicting” 


functions, including the investigation, 
prosecution aud decision of cases. The 
latter duties should be placed in the 
hands of a new body which might be 
called the Federal Raiiroad Commis- 
ston. . Regional Commissions should 
be estabiisbed in different parts of 
the country to assist the Interstate

6. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion should be invested with the pow- 
er to fix the rates for carrying mails. 

7. The federal government should 
bave exclusive power to supervise ‘the 
issue of stocks and bonds by railroad 

| carriers engaged in interstate and for- 
| eign commerce. 


8 The law should recognize the es- 
sential difference between things which 
restrain trade in the case of ordinary 
| mercantile concerns and those which 
restrain trade in the case of common 
carriers. The question of competition | 
is not the only fair criterion. 

9. TheT&y should expressly provide 
for the meeting and agreement of traf- 

| fie or other officers of railroads in re- 
speet of rates or practices. This 
should, however, be safeguarded by 
requiring the agreements to be filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and to be subject to be disapprov- 
ed by tt. 

“My legal propositien,” Mr. Thom | 
said. “is that the Constitution’ as it | 
now ts gives full authority to Congress 
to reguiate the tnstrumentalities of in- 
terstate commerce in all their parts. 


| If the power of regulation ts te reach 


the public requirements, it must be co 
extensive with the instrumentalities of 
commerce.” 

Mr.. Thom explained that the roads 
are not asking either of the Committee 
or of Congress any increase in reve- 
nues, but that they are merely asking 
the perfection of a system which will 
be responsible to any need that may 
arise. j

Villa apparently won an easier vic- 
tory at Torreon than he anticipated. 
General Luis Herrera, the defender, 
had only 800 soldiers under him, al- 
though a large number of Yaqui In- 
dians participated in the city’s de- 
fense. The attackers had 3,000 men. 
The attack was conducted by Gen- 
eral Nicoles Fernandez, under Villa’s 
direction. 

Chihuahua City has fallen to Gen- 
eral Salazar. General Murguia and 
his forces were fleeing, according to 
other reports received December 22. 
The possession of Torreon gives 
Villa control of all central Mexican 
railways and of the States of Chi- 
huahua, Durango and Coahuila. Vil- 
lista sentiment is growing in Sonora. 
The only. important point in Chihu- 
hua not controlled by Villistas now 
is Juarez, where General Gonzales 
is reported ready to join the bandit 
forces.

WAR MUST GO ON, SAYS KING 
GEORGE IN THRONE SPEECH 


London.—In a_ speech from _ the 
throne, King George strongly advo- 
cated to Parliament a vigorous prose- 
cution of the war, and the spurning 
of peace as proposed by the Germanic 
allies. Text of the king’s speech fol- 
lows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: Through- 
out the months that have elapsed since 
I last addressed you, my navy and 
my army, in conjunction with those 
of our gallant and faithful allies, have 
by their unceasing vigilance and in- 
domitable valor justified the high trust 
I placed in them. I am confident that 
however long the struggle, their ef- 
forts, supported by the inflexible de- 
, termination of all my _ = subjects 
throughout the empire, will finally 
achieve the victorious consummation 
of those aims for which I entered into 
the war. 

“My government has been recon- 
structed with the sole objects of fur- 
thering those aims unaltered and un- 
impaired. I thank you for the un- 
stinted liberality with which you con- 
tinue to provide for the burdens of 
the war. 

“The vigorous prosecution of the 
war must be our single endeavor until 
we have vindicated the rights so_ruth- 
lessly violated by our enemies and 
established the security of Europe on 
sure foundation. In this sacred 
se I. am_assured of the united sup- 
‘of all my peoples, and I pray 
the Almighty God may give us

CONGRESS 10 HAVE 


RECESS TILL JAN. 2 


House Paseed Five Govern- 
ment Supply Measures in 
Brief Period 


Washington. — Congress adjourned 
December 22 for the Christmas holi- 
days to reconvene January 2. In the 
three weeks of the session the House 
passed five government supply meas- 
ures—the urgent deficiency; legisla- 
tive; Indian; District of Columbia, and 
diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bills—more than ever were passed be- 
fore in the brief period pending a holi- 
day recess. 

One of these bills, the urgent de- 
ficiency, has passed the Senate. 

Railroad legislation failed to get 
miuch attention in either branch. The 
House commerce committee decided to 
await initiative action in the Senate, 
where, beginning January 2, the Sen- 
ate commerce committee will hold 
hearings on the proposed railroad ar- 
bitration measure and the bill autho- 
rizing the President to take over rail- 
road, telegraph and telephone lines in 
case of military necessity. 

At the conclusion df the hearings 
the railroad measures in some form 
will be pressed as amendments to the 
pending bill to enlarge the interstate 
comi eree commission. Efforts to ex- 
tend for-one year the life of the joint 
commission investigating railroad 
problems were checked in the House, 
to be renewed immediately after the 
holidays. 

The Senate passed the immigration 
hill with its. literacy test. provision 
and it now is in conference. The Sen- 
ate also began consideration of the 
District of Columbia prohibition bill 
and fixed January 9 for a vote. 

The national prohibition constitu- 
tional amendment was reported favor- 
ably from the judiciary committee in 
each house. 

House committees also reported the 
Borland food investigation with a 
favorable resolution, and the Susan 
B. Anthony constitutional amendment 
for woman suffrage, without recom- 
mendation. Neither resolution ad- 
vanced to consideration in the House. 
$28,400,000 ASKED FOR 

BORDER GUARD EXPENSE 


Washington.—A deficiency appropri- 
ation of $28,400,000 for the army on 
account of Mexican border service was 
submitted to the House by Secretary 
Baker. 

In addition, Secretary Baker sub- 
mitted a supplemental estimate of $11,- 
260,000 to clothe and garrison 150,- 
000 men of the National Guard for a 
year beginning July 1. It was con- 
sidered significant in connection with 
the plans for retaining the guardsmen 
in the federal service. 


FLOOD CONTROL BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Washington.—The Humphrey flood 
control bill, appropriating $45,000,000 
for control of the lower Mississippi 
River valley waters and $5,600,000 for 
the Sacramento River, was favorably 
reported by the Senate commerce com- 
mittee and placed upon the Senate 
calendar. It has passed the House. 
The committee rejected Senator New- 
lands’ compromise bill. 


RUMANIANS UNABLE TO 
PLUG THEIR OIL WELLS 


Berlin.—In only a few places were 
the Rumanians able to destroy the 
machinery of their oil wells, the Over- 
seas News Agency says, the advance 
of the Teutonic forces having been too 
rapid to permit this. A majority of 
the hundreds of towers in the Pra- 
hova valley: and near Campina already 
are in operation again, and in a few 
days the German engineers will have 
repaired the damaged electric power 
stations at Campina and at Sinaia. Ina 
short time transportation of oil will 
be begun on a large scale. The news 
agency reports that not only are all 
the requirements of the central powers 
provided for but that it will be pos- 


sible to accommodate great stores of 
oil. 


RUSSIANS ARE DRIVEN BACK 
IN THE DOBRUDJA 


London.—Under the blows of Mack- 
ensen’s superior forces of Germans 


and Bulgars, the Russians are being 


pressed back rapidly in the Dobrudja. 
Only a few miles separate them now 
ffom the Danube near its mouth. The 
Teutons captured 900 prisoners during 
one day’s operations, which were con- 
ducted along the entire front. That 
the main body of Sakharoff’s army has 
already crossed the Danube into Bes- 
Sarabia or Moldavia, leaving only rear 
guards to battle with the Teutons, is 
indicated by Petrograd’s statement that 
only “detachments” came into conflict 
with the enemy on this front.

The picture shows some of the thousands of pieces of mail that find 
their way to the dead letter office every year because of illegibly ad- 
dressed envelopes or because of a fraud order issued against the addressee. 


A machine used to open the mail which cannot be delivered is shown. The 
only purpose for opening such mail is to obtain the address of the writer. 
The greater part of this mail is returned to the writers, but in many cases 
the address of the writer cannot be ascertained and the letters must be 
destroyed. The money found in letters which cannot be returned amounts 
to about $75,000 annually, just about enough to pay the salaries of those 
connected with the dead letter office. 


FEEDING U. S. ARMY|GET COAL FROM WASTE 


Each Seldier Now Costs Uncle 
Sam 26.8 Cents a Day. 


Expense Has Risen Steadily Since 
1897 When the Daily Ration Al- 
lowance Was 12! Cents. 

Can you buy a pound and a quarter 
of fresh beef, a pound and an eighth 
of bread, two and a half ounces of 
beans, a pound and a quarter of po- 
tatoes, an ounce and a quarter of 
prunes, an ounce and an eighth of 
coffee, three and a fifth ounces of 
sugar, half an ounce of milk, half an 
ounce of butter, slightly more than 
half an ounce of lard, a third of a gill 
of sirup, and enough vinegar, salt, 
pepper, cinnamon and flevoring for a 

day’s food—all this for 27 cents? 

Uncle Sam does it! That is how he 


meets the high cost of living in the! 


United States army. The quantities 
given above comprise the standard 
army ration fed to Uncle Sam’s soldier 
boys. 


Not that the army eats beef, beans | 


and potatoes every day; but it eats 


the equivalent of this menu every day. | 


And during the last fiscal year—1916 
—it cost Uncle Sam just 26.8 cents a 
day per man to give the army the best 
food that any army in the world re- 
ceives. 

Each soldier is entitled to approxi- 
mately four and a quarter pounds of 
food a day, and the standard ration is 
so arranged that there is great variety 
as well as high nutriment;in the ra- 
tion. 

In spite of Uncle Sam's 
ability to feed his soldiers cheaply, the 
cost of living in the army is steadily 
rising. There was uw time, back in 
1897, when it cost only 12% cents a 
day to feed each soldier! But that 
time is no more. The lowest figure 
reached since 1898 was in 1906 and 
1907, when it cost a little over 15 cents 
a day for each man. 

The yearly cost of feeding the army 
is nearly $20,000,000; this is the esti- 
mate for the next fiscal year. 

Under the law the army ration is 
fixed by the president. The present 
standard ration was prescribed in 1914. 
It is the result of long years of study 
and experience in the army. The army 
must be as nearly as possible a collec- 
tion of highly trained athletes, and 
they must be fed accordingly. 

Officers in charge of recruiting sta- 
tions say that the average recruit gains 
five pounds the first week and seven 
pounds the second in the army; a total 
of 12 pounds the first 14 days he is at 
the barracks. This is due to good 
food, regular hours and constant ex- 
excise in the open alr.

Feasibility of Introducing New

Uncle Sam’s scientists are much in- 
terested in a report received from 
American Consul General Dennison at 
Christiania, Norway, of the discovery 
of a method for manufacturing coal 
from waste materials of paper fac- 
tories. The method, which it is point- 
ed out may reduce the price of both 
paper and coal, is said to have been 
pronounced practicable and an exploit- 
ing corporation has been formed by 
Norwegian interests. 

Uncle Sam’s experts are discussing 
the question as to whether such a 
project could not be undertaken suc- 
cessfully in the United States, partic- 
ularly in paper-producing localities,

The inventor of the coal ‘substitute 
is named by Consul Dennison as R. V. | 
Strelenert, a Gothenburg engineer. | 
| The process is said to be that of pro- 
ducing coal in powder form from sul- 
phite lye. 

“It is stated that this process,” the 
report says, “produces u coal powder 
almost equal in calorific value to first- 
class coal—namely 6,900 calories 
against 7,000 in the case of the best 
English coal. The process has been 
tested and proved to ihe satisfaction 
of Norwegian interests. A company | 
under the title of Sulphite Coal Ltd. 
has been formed with a minimum cap- 
ital of $428,000 to exploit it. 

“It is estimated that if the coal 
powder is made of all the sulphite lye 
refuse of Norway, 30 per cent of the; 
import coal will be replaced. 

“According to Doctor Strelenert’s 
method, the lye will be mixed with 
some foreign material after the boiling 
of the sulphite and then it will be 
transferred to a large kiln where it is 
boiled again under high pressure. Un- 
der this process the lye is changed 
and the substance, which is converted 
into coal, sinks to the bottom and is 
then taken out in the form of a thick 
black paste. 

“The water which remains in the 
paste is removed In a centrifugal ma- | 
chine and the residue is the coal in a 
powdered form. The powder will then, 
in all probability be made into brick- 
ettes and used in the same manner as, 
coal. | 
| “It may seem strange that coal can 
be produced from lye, but the follow- 
ing will explain the reason: 

“Under the sulphite process only 45 
| per cent of the weight of the timber 
is utilized. The remainder falls as 
refuse into the lye and it is this (over 
half of the timber) which Doctor 
Strelenert’s process transforms into 
coal.” 


UNCLE SAM IS RELENTLESS 


Wields the Big Stick on Violators of 
Pure Food and Drug Laws, Recov- 
ering $116,430 in Fines. , 


Uncle Sam's big stick was wielded 
| vigorously upon the heads of violators 
| of pure food and drug laws last year. 
Federal Solicitor Gaffey announced 
that rigid enforcement by inspectors 
, resulted in action by the courts being 
invoked in 2,623 violations. The Unit- 
ed States government recovered $116,- 
430 in fines and damages. 

In administering the 28-hour law, 
which prohibits the confinement of 
live stock In cars without unloading 
them for proper periods of rest and

THIRD OF DEATHS 
DUE TO 3 CAUSES 


Heart Disease, Pneumonia and 
Tuberculosis Take the 
Most Victims. 


———— es 


CANCER GROWS MORE DEADLY 


Death Rate From This Disease Has 
Increased Almost Continuously 
Since 1900, as in Case of 
Diabetes. 


Nearly one-third of the deaths in the 
United States in 1915 were due to 
three causes—heart diseases, tubercu- 
losis and pneumonia. At least this 
was the proportion maintained among 
the 900,155 deaths reported for that 
year in what is known as the “registra- 
tion area,” which contains approxi- 
mately 67 per cent of the population 
of the United States. These figures 
were compiled by Uncle Sam and giv- 
en out through the census bureau. 

Nearly two-thirds of all the deaths 
were charged to 12 causes—the three 
just named, together with Bright’s dis- 
ease and nephritis, cancer, apoplexy, 
diarrhea and enteritis, arterial dis- 
eases, diabetes, influenza, diphtheria 
and typhoid fever. 

The deaths from heart diseases (or- 
ganic diseases of the heart and endo- 
carditis) in the registration area in 
1915 numbered 105,200, or 156.2 per 
100,000 population. The death rate 
from this cause shows a marked in- 
crease as compared with 1900, when it 


was only 123.1 per 100,000, 


Tuberculosis in its various forms 
claimed 98,194 victims in 1915, of 
whom 85,993 died from tuberculosis of 
the lungs. In only a little more than 
a decade, from 10904 to 1015, the death 
rate from tuberculosis in all its forms 
fell from 200.7 to 145.8 per 100,000, the 
decline being continuous from year to 
year. This is a drop of more than 25 
per cent. Even yet, however, tuber- 
culosis as the unenviable distinetion 
of causing more deaths annually than 
any other form of bodily illness except 
heart diseases, and about 46 per cent 
more than all external causes—acci- 
dents, homicides and suicides—com- 
bined. 


Pneurmmonia Less Deadly. . 


Pneumonia (including bronchopneu-” 


monfa) was responsible for 89,326 
deaths in the registration area in 1915, 
or 182.7 per 100,000. The death rate 
from this disease, like that from tu- 
berculosis, has shown a marked de- 
cline since 1900, when it was 180.5 per 
100,000. 

The only remaining death rate high- 
er than 100 per 100,000 in 1915 was 
that for Bright’s disease and acute ne- 
phritis, 104.7. The total number of 
deaths due to these maladies in 1915 
was 70,500; of this number, 64,480 
were caused by Bright’s desease and 
6,020 by acute nephritis. 


Next in order of deadliness come 


| cancer and other malignant tumors, 


whith caused 54,584 deaths in 1915. O& 
these, 21,221, or nearly 39 per cent, re- 
sulted from cancers of the stomach 
and liver. The death rate from can- 


, cer has risen from 63 per 100,000 in 


1900 to 81.1 in 1915. The increase has 
been almost continuous, there having 
been but two years, 1906 and 1911, 
which showed a decline as compared 
with the years immediately preceding. 
It is possible that at least a part of 
this increase is due to more correct 
diagnosis and greater care on the part 
of physicians in making reports to reg- 
istration officials.

Handsome Insignia for Faithful 
Watchdog of Mailf. 


Uncle Sam, through the agency of 
Postmaster General Burleson, has 
adopted an ownerless dog which for a 
long time has made it its business to 
attend the parcel-post carrier at Mount 
Carmel, Pa., and to guard the mail in 
the absence of the carrier. 

Mr. Burleson has dispatched to 
Mount Carmel a beautifully designed 
brass-studded and buckled leather col- 
lar, on which is a brass plate en- 
graved: “U. S. Mail, 
Uncle Sam’s Faithful Friend by Al- 


bert S. Burleson, Postmaster General.” —
